"This is just the tip of the iceberg, watch it, 
there's more to' come," said Palm Beach 
County Assistant State's Atty. Jerome Davis, 
concerning the, drug indictments made 
against threemembers of Antioch's Haley' 
family by a federal grand jury in Chicago, on 
Thursday, July 5. 

Davis added that he would make use of the 
indictments against William Haley and 
James Amoroso, McHenry, at their sen- 
tencing for dope trafficking into West Palm 
Beach, Fla . , set for sometime in August. 

"I think these indictments will make a dif- 
ference in their sentences," he added. 

Media coverage of William Haley's alleged 
connection with the importation of 
marijuana began in 1980 when he was 38 
years old. ' l 

That's when he was stopped in Puerto Rico 
for dropping drugs from an airplane 

Haley was released without being tried. At 
that time a federal drug enforcement agent 
alluded to letting "one fish go now so we can 
pull many more in with a net later," when 
asked about Haley's release. 

Now Haley, who is 44, has been indicted by 
a federal grand jury on several new charges 
connected with drug importation. 

U. S. Attorney Daniel Webb, in speaking of 
the Antioch drug operation allegedly 
managed by William Haley cited it as " one 
of the most sophisticated and largest rings in 



northern Illinois. Seven other people were 
also indicted by the grand jury for being part 
of Haley's operation. • : ; 

Clement Haley, 38, his brother, was also 
charged with drug-related felonies and John 
Haley, another brother was charged with two 
misdemeanor counts of aiding, abetting, and 
simple marijuana possession. 

The Haley's are part of a large, well-known 
Antioch family, members of which have long 
been involved in local businesses and 
politics. 

Both older Haley's are listed as owners of 
the famed "Blarney Island," a popular oasis 
in the center of the Chain O 'Lakes. 

Haley and Clement are both pilots and 
have been charged with flying in some of the 
tons of marijuana they allegedly brought into 
the U.S. from Columbia. 

Haley's ring, and the other one indicted by 
the grand jury, one operating out of St. 
Charles, run by a Dan Davis, are credited 
with importing over $5 million in drugs. 

Named as part of Haley's ring are, Peter 
Loris, 39, Chicago( reportedly also working 
with the Davis ring), Jeff Berry, 33, Detroit, 
Mich., Michael Johnson, 37, Fort Lauder- 
dale, Fla., and Robert Hoffman, 35, Lake 
Villa. 

Amoroso, who has been going through the 
Florida judicial system along with William 
Haley and was also convicted with him for 
hiring Woodrow Wilson to fly marijuana into

'Why merge now' is 
top parents' question

After two hours of discussion, sometimes 
•rather heated, the 50 Grass Lake School elec- 
tors left the school on Thursday, July 5, to 
await the public hearing on the proposed 
. Grass Lake-Lotus Schooj merger on Monday, 
July 9, at the Lake County Bldg. in 
Waukegan. 

The concerned parents that chaired the 
meeting voiced questions on the merger that 
they claimed they could riot get clear an- 
swers to. 

Shirley Kittle quoted figures she had 
gathered on slate aid and taxes, past, 
present, and possible future, and Marie 
Brausam repeatedly asked the school board 
members present why the referendum had to 
be on this November's ballot. 

The parents chairing the meeting gave 
credit to school Supt. Richard Hogan for the 
fine work he had done bringing the school up 
to its present fine standard. 

They added that they thought that Hogan 
had done this with the cooperation of the PTO 
and other activeschool district electors. r~~T 

"We like our school the way it is and no one 
has shown us that our children will gain 
enough from the merger .to justify the 
inevitable tax raise it will bring," was the 
consensus of those running tho meeting. 

The school board members present, some 
other parents, and a few teachers, said that 
Grass Lake was facing a merger sometime 
in the future because of the pending cut in the 
number of Lake County school districts as 
predicted by Lake County School Supt. 
William Thompsop. 

They urged the parents to do it now before 
they were forced to do it at a soon-to-eome" 
later date. .* 



Many of ihe~parents asked if Emmons 
School had been contacted in regards to a 
possible merger. School Board Member John 
Steitz said that he had, but had received a 
negative response. 

The parents quoted part of the minutes 
from an Emmons School Board meeting that 
said that board would consider it but had 
received no further word from Grass Lake. 

John Steitz, after reiterating the response 
was negative, said he would talk again to 
Ann Kaiser, Emmons Board president. 

In answer to repeated objections to "being 
railroaded" into the merger and questions of 
"why this November," Bob Mattson, Grass 
Lake School Board president said that the 
board didn't even have to bring the question 
to referendum but it had given the parents a 
choice by putting'the question on the Novem- 
ber ballot. 

- "Vote it down then if you don't want it," he 
said. 

Lotus School, whose board requested the 
merger because;, 1 of pending financial 
problems, has 950 electors and Grass Lake

The p^ents running the meeting 
repeatedly said "We are not definitely again- 
st a merger, we think this is happening'too 
fast and would like time to consider all the 
alternatives." 

The stance of the board members seemed 
to be complete faith in Hogan, who is for the 
merger, because of his past performance. 

Hogan reaches possible retirement age in 
five years. 

, "I have confidence that we can do with 
Lotus what we did with Grass Lake," said 
Mattson. 

Some of those present said, "We don't want 
to stajrt working all over again." 
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a West Palm Beach airport where Wilson 
and the drugs were taken into federal 
custody, was also indicted. 

Wilson, granted probation for giving -in- 
formation on drug trafficking into that state 
according to Florida law, was the. chief wit- 
ness that convicted Haley and Amoroso in 
June. 



Hoffman also arrested in connection with 
drug smuggling allegedly engineered by 
Haley, was released after promising to do 
the same but reneged on his promise of 
giving testimony. 

Both William Haley and Amoroso are due

Antioch man 

killed in 
1 cor crash 



An Antioch man, Roy Andrews, 31, Loon 
Lake Dr., was pronounced dead at the scene 
of a one car accident, at 1:30 a.m., on July 6, 
in Liberty ville. 

According to the Lake County Sheriff's 
Dept., the accident occurred at the point on 
Peterson Rd. where Midlothian Rd. comes to 
a dead end. 

A witness at the scene, Charles P. Titus, 
told sheriff's deputies that he was asleep in 
his home when he heard the crash. He found 
Andrews laying face up, outside a badly 
smashed vehicle in a cow pasture near his 
home. 

The lights and engine of the v ehicle were 
still operating when Titus arrived at the 
scene. The Grayslake Rescue Squad arrived 
and called Lake County Deputy Coroner L. 
Thomas, who pronounced Andrews dead at 
the scene. , 

According to the sheriff's report, in- 
vestgation showed that Andrews had been 
northbound on Midlothian Rd. on wet 
pavement since it was raining at the time. He 
failed to yield to the stop sign at Midlothian 
and Peterson. 

There were skidmarks on the road for 80 
feet after which the Andrews' car became 
airborne for 36 feet, struck a t-section war- 
ning sign and barbed wire.

CAUGHT FLOSS 

Q. My dental floss often catches between" my teeth and is 
-very hard to remove. How can I prevent that? 

A. Sometimes, when teeth are close to each other, floss 
meets resistance in getting between them or getting out 
again. To make this easier, there is a gadget available at 
pharmacy counters which permits a better finger grip and 
more leverage in flossing between tight teeth. Extra-fine 
floss may help, too. 

Other patients may run into flossing difficulties because of 
rough edges or overhangs of fillings which catch and fray the' 
floss, This happens when amalgam fillings crack or roughen 
at -their margins, creating uneven surfaces. Floss catching 
can also occur around crown (cap) margins, that do not fit 
properly. Your dentist should be able to remedy any of these 
problems.

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Gov. James R. Thompson has cleared the 
way for a referendum forNov. 6, 1984 for the 
creation of the Chain of Lakes-Fox River 
Water Management Agency, Sen. Jack 
Schaffer (R-McHenry County) announced. 

The bill signed by Thompson' swept 
through both Houses kith virtually 
unanimous roll calls with stron^-bi-partisan 
support. 

The Nov. 6, 1984 referendum will be held, 
for voters in the townships of Antioch, Grant, 
Lake Villa and part of Cuba township in Lake 
County and parts of Algonquin and Nunda 
townships in McHenry County. , 

SENATE BILL 1381 which set up the 
referendum, was sponsored in the Senate by 
Schaffer and iir- the House by Rep. Dick 
Klemm. 

The bill would provide for the first election 
_of,board:membersJnJhe regular April, 1985 
election (should the voters approve the 
November 6, 1984 referendum). 

Schaffer indicated, "I know I, as well as all 
the other people involved in the work of this 
legislation, when I say that we're happy that 
the people will have an opportunity to vote on . 
this question. I would also like to thank Gov. 
Thompson for signing the bill as quickly as ' 
he did to enable us to have the remaining 
part of the summer and early fall for public 
discussions of the merits of this proposal." 

"In addition to setting the date of the elec- 
tion for the initial referendum, SB 1381 also 
provides/ specific guidelines on fees. The 
agency can only charge for recreational and 
commercial boating fees. It would, not be

able to charge a fee for swimming, fishing, 
waterskiing, snowmobiling, construction of 
piers or anything else other than the boating 
fee. In addition, the original legislation 
prohibited any form of property sales or in- ;' 
come tax," said Schaffer. 

"THE NEW agency would have many 
responsibilities relating to maintaining and 
- improving the Chain of Lakes and Fox River 
and be eligible for state, federal and other 
funds to help finance its programs." said 
Schaffer. 

"Since boaters will receive the most direct 
benefits of the new agency, the boating fee, 
seems like the most appropriate funding 
mechanism and since well over half of 
boaters on the Chain are non-residents, a 
substantial part of the fees would be raised 
by the new agency that would come from 
non-residents whcrutilize this natural re^ 
source," he added. 

"In addition of passing SB 1381, the 
legislature also added an appropriation of 
$500,000 to the Division of Water Resources' . 
budget," Schaffer indicated. 

"I have contacted the governor's office 
and suggested that these funds could 
possibly be put to use by the new agency to 
begin its programs should the voters choose 
to create the new agency in November," he 
concluded.

teach kids wrong from right. Nijt doesn't 
workTaNeast you've oVone yjour-best and hot 
condoned such behavior through silence. 

The presence of "girlie" magazines in the 
home and^the^availability of questionable 
literature in a school library does the same 
thing, endorses by association. 

Those that say. former about the kid with a 
lid of marijuana and go after the dope pusher 
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have a point, (I sometimes think it's at the 
top of their heads) but they seem to forget 
that from little seeds big plants grow. 

In other words, if the small offender is. 
ignored, human nature almost positively dic- 
tates that misdemeanors very often become 
felonies.
